Y friends, we declare that this

True Joy of Fishing Revealed 
By Badger State 
Official 


Elmer Hall Says Number Caught Not Important; "Fish- 


ing for Fishing's Sake" is the Idea of 


Sport Expert 


Elmer S. Hall, secretary of state, 


returned to Madison from Green 
Bay today, where he went on a fish- 
ing trip. Fishing being rated aa a 
sport, the sporting editor was as- 
signed to interview Mr. Hall. He 
was found at the secretary of state's 
office, a tall, dignified, ascetic look- 
ing man,1 wearing a rakish looking 
black hat, with his hand in "his 
trousers pockets—pockets of the 
vertical type. 
"Mr. Hall, what luck did you have 


on your fishing trip?" 
"Fine! I never knew the fish to 


bite so." 
"Mr. HaH, how many fish did yon 


catch?" 


"Well, let me see. As a matter of 


fact, I didn't count them. No real 
nimrod or disciple of Isaak Walton. 
counts his fish. That is the habit of 
the pot fisherman. Fishing is a 
sport, and the pleasure is in tha 
game itself. 
The * pragmatic soul 


who measures his pleasure by the 
number of fish he catches is not a 
real sportsman. He has the sou! off 
a market fisherman instead of a 
sportsman. Just as we speak of art 
for art's sake, so we sp.ak of fish- 
ing for fishing's sake—the pure de- 
light and pleasure of it. It makes 
no matter to the true sportsman 
whether he catches any fish or not." 


"Mr. Hall, what kind of bait did 


you use?" 


"That question shows you to be 


a mere novice at the game. The 
right bait is a rare thing, and espe- 
cially rare in these days. One must 
study the weather conditions, the 
clouds and the sunshine, the tem- 
perature, the body of water you ere 
fishing in, the fish you are seek-ng, 
and a thousand and one elements. 
You might as well ask an artist 
what sort of paint he used in paint- 
ing a sunset as to ask me what bait 
we used. We fishermen are rather 
reticent. I can assure you that I 
used the very best bait obtainable." 
"I must say, Mr. Hall, that your 


answers are rather indefinite." 
' "Some subjects are of such a 
character that to attempt to be defi- 
nite would result in being hopelessly 
indefinite. You might as well try 
to unscramble an egg, to describe

with definitenesg and detail and im- 
pressionist picture, to postulate a 
pun, 
to square the circle of a jofcei 


or extract the cube root of a delici- 
ous piece of humor. Remember that 
fishing isn't merely the sordid pro- 
cess of hooking and pulling in a fish. 
Fishing is made up of sunlight and 
the clouds and the rippling waters, 
fringed with trees and the shadows 
and the songs of the birds and the 
golden sunsets. The actual catching 
of'the fish is a small part of fishing. 
Of course, it is essential that one be 
well provided on his trip with every 
creature comfort, fully aware of the 
fact that usually you fish in damp 
surroundings. In these days a man 
of delegate constitution usually con- 
sults his physician beforehand and 
is provided with a prescription."

GRAVEL RAIL 
RATE COT BY 
COMMISSION 


Reduction of 9 to 38 Per- 


cent To Go In Ef- 


fect May 14, is 


Ruling 


The Railroad commission Thurs- 


day established reduced rates on 
sand and gravel within the state, 
rancins -from 9 to 38 per cent re- 
duction over present rates. The new 
rates are to be effective midnight, 
May 14 and apply to' the Northwest- 
ern, the. Soo, the Burlington, the 
Chicago Milwaukee & St. Paul and 
the Green Bay & Western railway 
lines. 


Tho commission found that the 


present rates in effect caused a re- 
duction in the movement of this 
class of freight and resulted in cur- 
tailing industrial and highway con- 
struction. The new rates to be put' 
nto effect are for distances of 100 
niles or less, ths average Tiaul in 
this state being- SO, 40 and 50' miles.

The Great Commoner is in Madison Today; Has Great Hold 


On Affections of the Common People.

ILLIAM JENNINGS BRYAN, one of the world's grea 
evangelists, is in Madison today. 


Bryan i» in Madison today, not in the role of a candidate o 


a statesman or as an entertaining orator, but as a crusader wh 
is devoting these years of his life to great moral issues tha 
make for the betterment of mankind. 


For years Bryan has been the joy of the paragraphers and 


the ^cartoonists. He has been assailed and attacked and ha 
been the target for derision and ridicule. He has been called 
dreamer and a visionary,—a joke as a statesman and a joke a 
a candidate. 


But the newspapers have not been able to shake Bryan' 


hold on the affections of the common people of this country 
Bryan, The Great Commoner, has always had the faculty o 
staying close to the people and, in turn, the people have been 
close to him. The people love him because they know tha 
Bryan's voice is always lifted in their behalf. They know that h 
has been the relentless foe of privilege and corruption and be- 
trayal in public life. They know him as a willing champion o 
every movement intended to better the conditions of mankind 


• A dreamer? Well, where would this old world be now 


without the dreamers of the past. Bryan once discussed thj 
subject of "Dreamers" in a speech in which the said: 


It is the fato of those who stand in a position of leadership to re 


ccive credit which really belongs to their co-workers. Even the enemies 
of a public roan exaggerate the importance of his work •without, of course 
intending it, I have recently been the victim of this exaggeration. Sena- 
tor Veveridge, of Indiana, made a speech before the Republican club of 
Lincoln, and in it he paid-me some compliments, but belaid that I was 
merely a dreamer while President Eoosevelt did things. I did not pay 
much attention to the title -which he gave me until I read, shortly after 
wards, that Speaker Cannon called me a dreamer; then Gov. Cummins 
called me a dreamer, and then Gov. Hanly, of Indiana, did also; and I saw 
that I couJd not expect acquittal 
with four such witnesses against 


me, and so I-decided to plead guilty and justify. 


I went to the Bible for authority, as I am in the habit of doing, for 


I have found no other book is so well expressed; and then, too, there is 
»noth.er reason why I qnote scripture: When I quote democratic authority 
the republicans attack my authority and they keep me so busy defendinf 
the .raan from whom I quote that I do not have time to do the work 1 
want to do. But when I quote Scripture and they attack my authority 
I can let them fight it out with the Bible while I go on about my business. 


The Bible tells of dreamers, and among the most conspicuous was 


Joseph. He told his dreams to his brothers, and his brothers hated him 
because of his dreams. And one day -when his father sent him out where 
his brothers were keeping; their flocks in Dothan, they saw him coming 
afar off and said: "Behold, the dreamer cometh." 
They plotted to kil 


him—and he is not the only dreamer -who has been plotted against in this 
ol<I world- But finally they decided that instead of killing him they 
would put him down in » pit, but some merchants passing that way, the 
brothers decided to sell him to the merchants, and the merchants carrier 
Joseph down into Egypt 


The brothers deceived tbtir father and made him thfnV the wild beasts 


had devoured his ROB. 


Time went on and tib» trotter* had almost forgotten the dreamer 


Joseph. But a famine came—yea a famine, and then they had to go down 
into Egypt and buy corn, and when they got there, they found the dreamer 
—and oe had the corn. 


So I decided that it was not so bad after all for one to be a dreamer— 
if one haa the corn. 


But the more J thought of the dreamer's place in history, the less I 


felt entitled to the distinction, 


.John Boyle O'Reilly says that 


"The dreamer lives forever, 
While the toiler dies in a day." 


And is it not true? 


In traveling through Enrope you find great cathedrals, and back of 


each there was a dreamer. An architect had a vision of a temple of wor- 
ship and he put that vision upon paper. Then the builders began, and they 
laid stone upon stone and brick upon brick until finally the temple was 
completed—completed sometimes centuries 
after the dreamer's death 


And people now travel from all corners of the world to look upon the tem- 
ple, and the name of the dreamer is known while the names of the toilers 
are forgotten. 


No, I can not claim a place among the dreamers, .but there has been 


a great dreamer in the realm of statesmanship—Thomas Jefferson. He 
saw a people bowed beneath oppression and he had a vision of a self-gov- 
erning nation, in which every citizen would be a sovereign. He put his 
vision upon paper and for more than a century multitudes have been 
building. They are building at this temple in every nation; some day it 
will bo completed and then the people of all the world will find potection 
•beneath its roof and security within its walls. I shall -be content if, when 
my days are numbered, it can be truthfully said of me that with such abil- 
ity as I possessed, and whenever opportunity offered, I labored faithfully 
with the multitude to build this building higher in my time. 


Bryan is a deeply religious man. He has but little use for 


the modern who seeks to break down a rigid interpretation of 
the Bible. Immortality? What is more beautiful than the fol- 
lowing gem which Bryan wrote on that subject: 


If the Father deigns to touch with divine power the cold and pnlse- 


ICM heart of the buried acorn and to make it burst forth from its prison 
walls, will He leave neglected in the earth the soul of man, made in the 
image of his Creator? If He stops to give to the rosebush, whose with- 
ered blossoms float upon the autumn breeze, the sweet assurance of an- 
other springtime, will He refuse the words of hope to the sons of men 
when th« frosts of winter come? If matter, rmrte and inanimate, though 
change! by the forcea of nature into a multitude of forms, can never die, 
will the imperial spirit of men suffer annihilation when it has paid a 
brief visit like a royal guest to this tenement of Clay? No, I am sure 
that He who, notwithstanding His apparent prodigality, created nothing 
without a purpose, and wasted not a single atom in all His creation, has 
made provision for a future life in which man's universal longing for im- 
mortality will find its realization. I am as sure that we live again as I 
am sure that we_ live today. 


Madison is always glad to welcome William Jennings Bryan. 


He to a greai man who always has a great message. And it is 
always a message that makes for a better mankind, a quickened 
citizenship and a spirit of brotherly love.

The quan- 
tity of skfeimed milk that they take 
off our hands at "a .profit to as has 
grown into large figures. 


Our Skimmed milk is, good food, 


["here is-nothing about it to menace 
he health of Wisconsin people. And 
;he vegetable fats that these com-' 
pound manufacturers use in small 
quantities in combination with' our 
ikimmed milk is good food, too. If 
he combination of the two foods had 
hreatened anybody's health existing 
pure food laws would have driven 
hem off the market long before this. 


But compounds have been sold un- 


ier pure food laws for years and 
heir use is growing regularly amon^ 
all classes who do not substitute 
hem for beverage, table or infant 
ood but who use them for cooking 
mrposes. To imply that they are 
raudulent products,' as Bill 477-A 
oes, is to -slap a good many Wiscon- 
in farmers in the face. , There ;is 
othing fraudulent about 'skirnmed 
milk nor the ^products into which it 
roes, especially as 'the label*; of 
hese products plainly state, whtt 
bey contain, and .what their iUf.ii, 
We cannot .understand what tht 
easons are for. promoting leglsla- 
ion such 'as-Bill 477A. 'by which 
many Wisconsin farmers would suf- 
er great loss and many large -Wis- 
onsin industries would i>e wiped off 
le map.

Perhaps the fact 'hat com- 
pounds sell for slightly less than 
condensed whole milk, thereby fit- 
ting the poor housewife's pocketbook 
better, has something to do with it. 
In fact, 'Bill 477A bears the ear- 
marks of a trade fight among fac- 
tions of milk manufacturers. 


If it is a trade fight, it should be 


fought..in the markets of the jtate 
where it belongs and not in the as- 
sembly. Wisconsin farmers, indus- 
tries and consumers should not be 
made to suffer for the possible bene- 
fit of people who hide-their identity 
behind an insincere demand for pro-, 
tectinj* health against something 
that already is healihy, 'nutritious 
and that comprises one of the state's 
growing industries-^W. A. Reid &
